free to return to his native land, but declined 
to do because of dissatisfaction with the terms 
accepted by the Hungarian liberals.

His death will remove one 
of the most interesting aud picturesque char 
actcrs of the nineteenth century.

people on the high license question, and o 
the danger of further thw arting their will

license legislation, and not prostrating itself 
before the Gov ernor as it would hav e done by 
passing the bill in its original form. 
It can 
not be truthfully charged that the high li 
cense principle has been abandoned. 
The Sax ton electoral reform bill will al 
be passed by the Assembly on W ednesday or 
Thursday . 
If there was ev er a hope of com 
promise between the Gov ernor and Legisla 
ture on this question, it was abandoned when 
the latter sent in the Linson bill as bis ulti 
matutn. 
The Gov ernor will fail in his op 
position to

two parties throughout the country are essen 
tially a unit on this question. 
The Demoera 
tic Legislatures of Indiana and New Jersey 
hav e enacted the Australian ballot sy stem 
itui these are the only states of the N orth 
that hav e Democratic Legislatures. 
No state 
n afford to drag behind those which sur 
round it, on either the ex cise or suffrage 
question. 
New Y ork is going to hav e both 
high license and ballot reform, though it may 
not alwav s hav e Gov ernor Hill. 


GOV ERNMENT B Y WOMEN. 


T he city of Oskaloosa has been under fern 
nine rule for a y ear, the M ay or and a m ajor­ 
ity of the Common Council being of the 
“ w eaker sex .” 
When thev took hold the 
treasury was found to contain a surplus of 8 5 
cents. 
This has lieen increased to sev eral 
hundred dollars. 
And it has been accom­ 
plished with such im portant im prov em ents as 
to demonstrate that the gov ernm ent has been 
conducted with honesty and the most careful 
economy . 
T he first act of adm inistration was the dis­ 
missal of the City Marshal, whose ideas in re­ 
gard to the enforcement of law and order did 
not harmonize with those of the new dy nasty . 
A nother was fouud who possessed the re­ 
quired ex ecutiv e ability and m oral sense, and 
then the work of reform began. 
The streets 
were 
cleaned, 
the 
sidew atks 
repaired, 
the saloons were compelled 
to close on 
Sunday s 
and to 
relinquish 
selling 
to 
m inors. 
Only the hotels, liv ery stables, bar­ 
ber shops and drug stores were allowed to 
open 
their 
doors, 
and 
this only 
for 
an hour or two in the m orning. 
But the 
m anagem ent was not content w ith enforcing 
the law, and moral suasion w as employ ed to 
stop tobacco chewers from ex pectorating on 
the sidewalks. 
8 o persuasiv e were the argu­ 
m ents employ ed that a quarter of the tobac­ 
co-chewing population abandoned the use of 
the weed in that form. Loafing was the nex t 
serious nuisance to consider, and an ordi­ 
nance was passed requiring all Ian s Under 
eighteen y ears of age to be off t he streets after 
8 p. M. 
The boy s did not take kindly to 
this, but after an energetic enforcement of 
the ordinance for a short period they discov ­ 
ered that) for comfort and safety , there was 
“ no place like home.” 
These good results hav e m ade certain the 
renewal of feminine suprem acy for another 
year. 
The entire board of city officials with 
two masculine ex ceptions has been renomi­ 
nated. 
Of course there is opposition but it 
dare n olp u t up a ticket of m en. 
So it has 
put in nomination six of 
the handsome-t 
young ladies yet unmarried in the city, and 
romauce and sentiment will undertake battle 
with order and reform. 
But, 
whichever 
ticket is elected, woman’s superior sense of

The President has appointed 
the delegates to represent this Congress, thus 
rov iiiiug brief honors for sev eral gentlemen 
whose friends hav e nominated them for Cabi­ 
net offices and leading missions; but the uo- 
■eptauces from our sister republics eouie in 
lowly . 
Only about half the South A m eri­ 
can states hav e accepted, and unless all or 
v ery nearly all accept it will be idle to at- 
em pt to bold a Congress. Chili is unfriendly 
o the Congress now, as she was eight y ears 
igo. 
Sev eral of the South American states, 
and notably Chili, are jealous of the growth 
nd power of 
this country , and resent 
the idea of 
being in 
any sense 
under 
protection 
of the United States, and 
they are afraid that to participate in a con­ 
gress in W ashington at the inv itation of this 
lov ernment would be a recognition of the 
hiins of this Gov ernment to tlie primacy 
m oug Am erican nations. 
The principal 
promoters of the International Congress are 
adv ocates of steamship subside« , uml the act 
of last May prov iding far the calling of the 
Congress was pushed by gentlemen who want 
Congress to v ote subsidies to steamers running 
Central and South American ports. 
Chili 
i' not only unfriendly to the United States 
on account of the part we took, or are ac 
cose 1 of hav ing taken, in the war between 
Chili and Peru, but the commercial interests 
of Chili are tuninly in English hands, and 
are not anx ious to hav e commerce with the 
United States ex tended. 
HARIUSON is PRESIDENT. 
The reports published so ex tensiv ely after 
the election that Mr. Blaine was to be Presi­ 
dent of the United States were not true. 
These publications seem to hav e affected the 
President’s backbone, and he leav es no ex ­ 
cuse for any one to mistake the situation. 
There hav e been a number of oilier instan­ 
ces besides the nomination of W hitelaw Reid 
for the English mission in which Mr. Blaine 
lias been ov erruled. 
It leaks out that he 
knew nothing >f the selection of Robert

AMERICAN NAVAL DISASTERS. 


T he O ne at 
S am oa R eads th e F is t—S h ip s 
th at I.eft no R ecord . 
[Washington dispatch to New York Tribune.] 
Nav al officers generally concur in the be­ 
lief that the disaster at Apia was the most se­ 
vere that has ev er ov ertaken the American 
nav y in time of ]>eace. 
Commodore W alker, 
Chief of the N av igation Bureau, an officer of 
loug ex perience in nav al affairs, makes tnis 
statement em phatically . 
His recollection of 
prev ious nav al losses from storm and stress, 
running back thirty -fiv e y ears, is as follows: 
The Albany , sloop-of w ar, was lost in West 
Indian waters in 1S5J. 
She is supposed to 
hav e gone down in a ev clone, with ev ery soul 
of her crew of 210 officers and men, as she 
was nev er heard from after she sailed on her 
last cruise. 
In the same y ear, the brig-of-war. P or­ 
poise, with 100 people aboard, went down in 
the China Seas, without leav ing n trace of 
her end. 
Again, in 18 58 , another sloop-of-war, the 
Lev ant, disappeared from the face of the 
globe, in the |waters of the Pacific, taking 
some 21)0 men to “ Dav y Jones’s locker.” 
In 18 03, the brig-of-war Bainbridge m et a 
cy clone off Cape liatteras. 
A colored cook, 
picked up a day or two afterw ard on a bit of 
wreckage, told the story of the loss of ev ery 
one of his shipmates. 
The old Y orktow n was biowu ashore near 
the Cape de Verde islands, on the A frican 
coast, some y ears later; but. the crew es­ 
caped. 
in 1868 a great tidal wave picked up the 
ship-of-war Wateree, in the harbor of Arica, 
Peru, and carried her seven or eight miles 
inland, depositing her in a tropical forest, 
where she ended her days as a hotel. 
The 


same tidal wav e caught the store-ship Fre- 
donia, at anchor, rolled her ov er, and sunk 
her instantly , with ev ery soul on board. 
The Monongahela, now in activ e serv ice, 
had a peculiar ex perience in the y ear 18 67. 
She was caught up by a tidal wav e, carried 
ov er a num ber of iargc buildings on the 
island of Santa Cruz, West Indies, knocking 
down one of them, and was deposited in the 
streets of a city . 
Subsequently workmen 
were sent there, who blocked her up and 
launched her again. 
The Saginaw was cast away in the night 
upon one of the islands in the Pacific, about 
fifteen y ears ago. 
The w reck of the Huron, although it oc­ 
curred thirteen y ears ago. is still fresh in the 
minds of people on the coast. 
The ship was 
wrecked upon Currituck Beach, N. C., and 
few of her crew escaped to tell the story of 
heav y weather and false beacon lights. 
Commodore W alker thinks that the Eu- 
glish man-of-war Calliope escaped at Apia, 
because she bad steam up. 
The American 
v essels were v ery short of coal, and were 
probably compelled to try to ride out the 
storm at anchor.

Another prevailing fallacy is the one that 
patronage is to lie dealt out to each 'tate by 
the amount o f its value in dollars and cents.

Another wa* found who possessed the re­ 
quired executive ability and moral sense, and 
then the work o f reform began. 
The streets 
were 
tlcan cJ, 
the 
sidew alks 
repaired, 
the saloons were com pelled to close on 
Sundays 
and 
to 
relinquish 
selling 
to 
minors. 
O nly the hot* Is, livery stable*, bar 
her (hop* and drug stores w ere allowed to 
open 
their 
doors, 
ami 
this only 
for 
an hour or tw o in the morning. 
But the 
management was not content w ith enforcing 
the law, and moral suasion w-a* em ployed to 
*top tobacco chewers from expectorating on 
the sidew alks. 
No p cru m ive were tin- argu­ 
ment* em ployed that a quarter of the tobnc 
co-cbew ing population abandoned the use of 
the weed in that form. Leafing was the next 
serious nuisance to consider, and an ordi­ 
nance was passed requiring all Ikjvs tinder 
eighteen years o f age to tie off the streets after 
8 P. M. 
T he boys did not take kindly to 
this, bul after an energetic enforce m eal of 
the ordinance for a short period they discov 
ered tbat( for com fort and safety, there was 
“ noplace like hom e.” 
These good results have made certain the 
renewal o f fem inine suprem acy for another 
year. 
T he entire hoard o f city officials with 
tw o m asculine exceptions bas been renomi­ 
nated. 
O f course there is opposition but it 
dare not'put up a ticket o f m en. 
Ho it has 
put in nom ination six o f the handsomest 
young ladies y et unmarried in the city, and 
romance and sentim ent w ill undertake battle 


w ith order and 
reform . 
Rut, 
w hichever 
ticket is elected , w om an’s superior sense of 


cleanness, decency and refinement is sure to 
continue the greatly improved condition of 
affairs. 
Oskaloosa L to occupy a big place 
in toe nation'* eye as long as its present e x ­ 
periment is continued. 
It is a very grave 
question that is being tested there. 


H IGH LICENSE AND BALLO T REFORM. 


There is no doubt that the A ssem bly w ill 
pass what is known as the Excise Commis 
»ion's high license bill on W ednesday 
next. 
It is equally certain that the Senate w ill pass 
the bill and send it to the Governor. 
Con­ 
cerning lib action there is room for doubt. 
W hen the bill !ir-t appeared it was claim ed 
that he would sign it because it had liven pre­ 
pared by a commission appointed at his sug­ 
gestion. 
Hut a critical exam ination showed 
it to be full of defects, and so devised os to 
m ake it very profitable for liquor sellers to pay 
the im rea*cd license fee. 
Many o f these de­ 
fect' have been remedied by am endm ent, and 
the bill is now a very creditable high license 
measure. 
But these changes are likely to 
make it so objectionable to Gov. H ilt and bis 
friend' that he will feel under obligations to 
veto it. 
He will not approve it unless he bas 
becom e convinced of the earnestness of the 
people "u the high license question, and of 
the cl inger of further thwarting their will. 
B ut 
whatever his action, 
the 
Legisla­ 
ture 
is 
acting 
w isely. 
It 
is 
obeying 
the 
people 
who 
stand 
for 
high 
license legislation, and not prostrating itself 
before the Governor as it would have done by 
PftS'ing the bill in ii* original form . 
It can 
not be truthfully charged 
that 
the high li­ 
cense principle has been abandoned. 
T h e S ,\to n elec toral reform bill w ill also 
lie pa -c l by the A ssem bly on W ednesday or 
T h u rsd ay . 
If there w as ever a hope o f com ­ 
prom ise betw een the G overnor a n d Legtsla 
lure on tlii* question, it was abandoned w hen 
the latter sent in the U nset) bill as 
his u lti­ 
m atum . 
T he G overnor w ill fall in his o p ­ 
position to 
ballot 
reform , 
because 
the 
tw o parties throughout the co u n try are essen­ 
tially a unit on this question. 
T h e D em ocra. 


tic L egislatures of In d ian a and N ew Jersey 
have enacted the A ustralian ballot system . 
and (Ii se are the only

Chief of the Nae libation Bureau, an officer of 
long experience in naval affairs, make* tni* 
statem ent e nt'h.ideally 
Hi* recollection o f 
previous naval losses from storm and stress, 
running Im a thirty five years, is as follow s; 
The Albany, xloop-of w ar, w as lost in West 
Indian water* in 1K5-L 
She L* supposed to 
have gone dow n in a cyclone, w ith every soul 
of her crew of SIO offli r- aud m en, as she 
w as never heard from after she sailed on lier 
last cruise. 
In the same year, the brig-of-war, Por­ 
poise. wpb IOO people aboard, went dow n in 
the China Baul, without leaving a trace of 
her end. 
A gain, in liok , another sloop cif-war. the 
Levaut, disappeared from the face o f the 
globe, in thejwater* of the Pacific, taking 
some ‘JOO men to “ Davy Jones’s locker.” 
In I-do. Pie brig of war Bainbridge met a 
cyclone off Cape Hatteras. 
A colored cook. 
picked up a day or two afterward on a bit of 
wreckage, told the story of the loss o f every 
one o f his shipmates. 
T ile old Yorktown wa* blown ashore near 
the Cape de Verde Islands, ou the African 
coast, 
some year* later; but the crew es­ 
caped. 
In 1K(W a great tidal wave picked up the 
ship-of war Watcree, in the harbor o f A ries, 
Peru, and carried ber seven or eigh t m iles 
inland, depositing ber in a tropical forest, 
where she ended her days as a hotel. 
T he 


same tidal wave caught the store-ship F re­ 
donia, at anchor, rolled ber over, ami sunk 
her instantly, w ith every soul on board. 
The Monongahela, now in active service, 
had a peculiar experience in the year 1867. 
She was caught up bv a tidal wave, carried 
over a nu miler of iurge buildings on the 
island o f Santa Cruz, West Indies, knocking 
dow n one of them, and was deposited in the 
streets of a city. 
Subsequently workm en 
were sent there* who blocked her up and 
launched her again. 
T he Saginaw was cast aw ay in Hie night 
upon one of the islands in the Pacific, about 
fifteen years ago. 
The wreck of the Huron, although it o c­ 
curred thirteen years ago. is still fresh in the 
m inds o f people on the coast. 
The ship was 
wrecked upon Currituck Beach. N. C ., and 
few of lier crew escaped to tell tho story of 
heavy weather and false beacon lights. 
Commodore W alker thinks that the E n­ 
glish man of-wnr Calliope escaped at Atua, 
because she had steam up. 
The Am erican 
vessels were very short of coal, and w ere 
probably com pelled to try to ride out tile 
storm at anchor.

The city of Oskaloosa has been under fern 
nine rule for a year, the Mayor and a major 
ity of the Common Council being of the 
“ weaker sex.”

This lias l>een increased to several 
hundred dollars. 
And it has been nccora 
plished with such important improvements as 
to demonstrate that the government has been 
conducted with honesty and the most careful 
economy. 
The first act of administration was the dis 
missal of the City Marshal, whose ideas in re 
gard to the enforcement of law and order did 
not harmonize with those of the new dynasty. 
Another was found who possessed the re­ 
quired executive ability and moral sense, and 
then the work of reform began. 
The streets 
were 
cleaned, 
the sidewalks 
repaired, 
the saloons were compelled to close on 
Sundays and to 
relinquish 
selling 
to 
minors. 
Only the hotels, livery stables, bar­ 
ber shops and drug stores were allowed to 
open 
their 
doors, 
and 
this only 
for 
an hour or two in the morning. 
But the 
management was not content with enforcing 
the law, and moral suasion was employed to 
stop tobacco chewers from expectorating on 
the sidewalks. 
So persuasive were the argu­ 
ments employed tiiat a quarter of the tobac­ 
co-chewing population abandoned the use of 
the weed in that form. Loafing was the next 
serious nuisance to consider, and an ordi­ 
nance was passed requiring all hoys Under 
eighteen years of age to be off the streets after 
8 P . M. 
The boys did not take kindly to 
this, but after an energetic enforcement of 
the ordinance for a short period they discov­ 
ered that, for comfort and safety, there was 


“ noplace like home.” 
These good results have made certain the 
renewal of feminine supremacy for another 
year. 
The entire board of city officials with 
two masculine exceptions has been renomi­ 
nated. 
Of course there is opposition but it 
dare not'put up a ticket of men.

HIGH LICENSE AND BALLOT REFORM. 


There is no doubt tbat the Assembly will 
pass what is known as the Excise Commis­ 
sion's high license bill on Wednesday next. 
It is equally certain that the Nenate will pass 
the bill and send it to the Governor. Con­ 
cerning his action there is room for doubt. 
When the bill first appeared it was claimed 
that lie would sign it because it had been pre­ 
pared by a commission appointed at his sug­ 
gestion. 
But a critical examination showed 
to be full of defects, and so devised as to 
make it very profitable for liquor sellers to pay 
the increased license foe. 
Many of these de­ 
fects have been remedied by amendment, and 
the bill is now a very creditable high license 
measure. 
But these changes are likely to 
make it so objectionable to Gov. Hill and his 
friends that he will feel under obligations to 
veto it. 
He will not approve it unless lie has 
come convinced of the earnestness of the 
people on the high liceuse question, and of 
the danger of further thwarting their will. 
But 
whatever his action, 
the 
Legisla­ 
ture 
is 
acting 
wisely. 
It is obeying 
the 
people 
who 
stand 
for 
high 
liceuse legislation, and not prostrating itself 
before the Governor as it would have doue by 
passing the bill in its original form. 
It can­ 
not be truthfully charged that the high li­ 
cense principle has been abandoned. 
The Saxton electoral reform bill will also 
be passed by the Assembly on NVedn^lay or 
Thursday. 
If there was ever a hope of com­ 
promise between the Governor and Legisla­ 
ture on this question, it was abandoned when 
the latter sent in the Linson bill as his ulti 
matum. 
The Governor will fail in his op 
position to 
ballot 
reform, because 
the 
two parties throughout the country are essen­ 
tially a unit on this question. 
The Democra. 
tie Legislatures of Indiana and New Jersey 
have enacted the Australian ballot system, 
and these are the only states of the North 
that have Democratic Legislatures. No state 
can afford to drag behind those which sur 
round it, on either the excise or suffrage 
question. 
New' York is going to have both 
high liceuse and ballot reform, though it may 
uot alwavs have Governor Ilill.

Co'mmodore Walker thinks that the En­ 
glish man of-war Calliope escaped at Apia, 
because she had steam up. 
The American 
cssels were very short of coal, and were 
probably compelled to try to ride out the 
storm at anchor.

When Mr. Blaine was Secretary of State 
eight years ago one of iris pet projects was a 
congress of American nations to be held 
Washington, a project which was generally 
remarked on as increasing the points of re­ 
semblance between bis career and that of 
Henry Clay. 
The invitation was sent to the 
South American States in November. 1881, 
but the project failed because of the difficul­ 
ties then existing between Chili and Peru and 
Mexico and Guatemala. 
It is a rather curi 
ous fact that the act of Congress providing

before 
it 
was 
known 
that 
Mr.

already ordered; but it is no more certaiiuiow 
than it was eight years ago that the Congres 
will be held.

providing brief honors for several gentlemen 
whose friends have nominated them fur Cabi 
net offices and leading missions; but the ac­ 
ceptances from our sister republics c-ouie ii 
lowly. 
Only about half the South Ameri 
can states have accepted, and unless all or 
very nearly all accept it will be idle to at 
tempt to hold a C o n g r e s s . Chili is unfriendly 
to the Congress now, as she was eight years 
ago. 
Several of the South American states

Naval officers generally concur in the be­ 
lief that the disaster at Apia was the most se­ 
vere that has ever overtaken the American 
navy in time of ¡>ence. 
Commodore Walker, 
Chief of the Navigation Bureau, an officer of 
long experience in naval affairs, makes tnis 
statement emphatically. 
His recollection of 
previous naval losses from storm and stress, 
running 1 tacit thirty five years, is as follows: 
The Albany, sloop-of war, was lost in West 
Indian waters in 1853. 
She is supposed to 
have gone down in a cvclone, with every soul 
of her crew of 210 officers and men, as she 
was never heard from after she sailed on her 
last cruise. 
In the same year, the brig-of-war, Por­ 
poise, with 100 people aboard, went down in 
the China Seas, without leaving a trace of 
her end. 
Again, in 18*58, another sloop-of-war, the 
Levant, disappeared from the face of the 
globe, in the (waters of the Pacific, taking 
some 200 men to “ Davy Jones’s locker.” 
In 1863, the brig-of-war Bainbridge met a 
cyclone off Cape Halteras. 
A colored cook, 
picked up a day or two afterward on a bit of 
wreckage, told the story of the loss of every 
one of his shipmates. 
The old Yorktown was blown ashore near 
the Cape de Verde Islands, on the African 
coast, some years later; bur the crew es­ 
caped. 
In 1868 a great tidal wave picked up the 
ship-of-war Wateree, in the harbor of Arica, 
Peru, and carried her seven or eight miles 
inland, depositing her in a tropical forest, 
where she ended her days as a hotel. The

The death of Captain Cornelius Marius 
Schoonmaker at Samoa, was alluded to dur­ 
ing religious serv ices in Kingston, Sunday, 
by Pastors of different churches. 
The Rev . 
Lewis T. Wattson, Rector of St. John’s 
Church, of which church Mr. Schoonmaker 
was a member, made it tlie subject of his 
morning discourse, 
.dr. Wattson took for 
his text, Romans ii:33, 34 and 36 v erses— 
"O, the depth of the riches both of the wis­ 
dom and knowlege of God ! how unsearch­ 
able are Ilis judgments, find Ilis ways past 
finding o u t! * 
* 
* For of Ilim, and 
through Him and to Ilim, are all things; to 
whom be glory forev er. 
Amen.” 
Mr. W att­ 
son said that he had intended to preach on 
an entirely different text,but, Saturday night, 
when lie began to rev iew the subject, there 
was one thought uppermost in his mind. 
"A 
gloom was ov er the spirit which would not 
lie shaken off. 
That same gloom, no doubt, 
is on the hearts of those present because of the 
announcement that a hurricane in the Southern 
Ocean had swept six men-of-war on a coral 
reef crushing them in pieces as though they 
had been cockle shells. 
That which griev es 
us most is the announcement that the gallant 
Nav al Commander, Captain Schoonmauer, is 
among tlie lost. 
A year ago he worshipped 
with us 
here 
in 
St. John’s, and 
was 
lov ed and respected by all, not only as a 
courteous gentleman, but as a noble Chris­ 
tian. 
The question kept recurring to my 
mind as I thought of his death ‘ Why, i ‘ 
there is a God who spreadeth out the heav ens 
and ruletii the raging of the seas, why lie 
should not hav e stretched out Ilis almighty 
arm to fescue from the whirlpool of waters so 
faithful and true a serv ant of His.’ 
It re 
enrred to me that following dowu through 
the 
Christian 
centuries 
the most 
emi­ 
nent 
sons 
of 
God 
died 
heroic 
deaths. 
Of the 12 Apostles who were close 
ly associated with our Blessed Lord, only one 
died a natural death. During those centuries, 
the greatest men of the Church were singled 
out by their enemies either to be drowned in 
the sea, cast to the wild beasts, or burned to 
the stake, and yet we find not. one of these 
men in the hour of trial and affliction lost his 
faith in God. 
Bishop Coleridge Patteson in 
the same ocean where Captain Schoonmaker 
was lost, amid the South Sea Islands, met his 
death at the hands of the Maoris and was 
found with a palm branch of v ictory in his 
hand. When the full reports come from Samoa 
it will l>e known that Captain Schoonmaker 
was faithful to the last. 
The cablegram says 
200 sailors escaped with their liv es. 
It will 
Ik* kuowu that Captain Schoonmaker stood 
at his post where it was his duty to remain 
so 
long 
as 
others 
could 
be 
sav ed 
"lie died faithful to his trust, and nev er lost 
his faith and belief in God ev en as lie went 
beneath the waters.” The rev erend gentleman 
spoke of the crushing sorrow that had befallen 
members of Air. Schoonmaker’s family, and 
quoted the words of the Sav ior spoken of His 
faithful people, "In the world ye shall hav e 
tribulation : but lie of good cheer; I hav e ov er 
come the world.” 
" It seems the noblest 
sweetest of humanity, the purest, holiest 
Christians, are those who hav e passed through 
the fiery furnace of affliction. 
They come 
forth as the gold purged of the. dross.” 
He 
referred to Captain Schoonmaker’s interest in 
the church, and how much he—the Rector 
trusted him and counselled with him while 
he resided in tiiis City. 
Captain Schoonma 
ker was a strict observ er of the Sabbath, and 
when on shipboard religious serv ices wi n 
always held. 
In the absence of the Chaplain 
lie lead the serv ice of the church. 


r e gr e t in t he nav y . 
The death of Captain Schoonmaker lias 
caused great regret in the Nav y. 
He was 
considered one of the most reliable officers of 
the serv ice. 
It is stated in a New-York 
paper that the reason he was put in command 
of the Vandalia was because the Depart men 
only awarded the prize of the command of 
that v essel to one of the most distinguished 
officers considered " a fighter ” of the Nav y 
Commodore Ramsay, the Commandant of 
the Brooklyn Nav y Yard, is reported as say­ 
ing: “ I knew Captain Schoonmaker well 
He was a charming man and a brav e officer— 
in fact there is little that you could say in 
bis praise that would not be absolutely’ true. 
I serv ed in the Mediterranean fleet with him 
when he was a Commander and had the Nip 
sic. 
He was a wonderfully courageous man 
and was belov ed bv his men.” 


CHARGE OF EXPEDITIONS. 
Captain Schoonmaker, in fact, had lieen de­ 
tailed a number of times by the Gov ernment 
to take charge of important expeditions. 
I d 
1873 he took a trip to St. 
Johns, and 
brought to Washington the crew of tlie Po 
laris. 
When the cruiser Boston was com 
pleted he was residing in Kingston, and there 
receiv ed an order to bring that v essel to the 
yard. 
He was sent at one time upon a mis 
sion to South America, iu command of the 
Nipsic. 
AN EXPERIENCED OFFICER. 
Captain Schoonmaker had a great deal of 
experience as a nav al officer, for lie was act­ 
iv ely engaged during the W ar of the Rebel 
lion, and later made sev eral cruises to Eu­ 
ropean waters. 
During a v isit to Europe he 
had an audience with the King of Denmark, 
and accepted an inv itation of the Sultan of 
Turkey to dine. 
Though a fine disciplinar­ 
ian, he was greatly liked l>y his men. 
The 
excellent discipline on his v essel was sIiqwii 
once during a storm on the Adriatic sea. One 
of the crew fell ov erboard. 
The boat was 
lowered, the mau picked up and the boat 
hoisted bark to its place in just 19 minutes 
This was mentioned in an official report by 
Rear Admiral Howell. 


BATTLE MOBILE BAY. 
Captain Schoonmaker, like many truly 
brav e officers, was an extremely modest man 
regarding his own exploits. 
At the battle of 
Mobile Bay in August. 1804, he was a Lieu 
tenant and Executiv e Officer of the ironclad 
Manhattan. 
Though he seldom referred to 
his own serv ices during the war, there is no 
doubt that during this famous contest that 
the shots tired by the Manhattan did men 
damage to the Rebel ironclad ram Tennessee 
than those of any other v essel. Admiral Far- 
ragut was so wedded to wooden v essels that 
in his official report he seemed loth to do the 
ironclads justice. 
The reports of the Com­ 
mander of the Manhattan and those made by7 
Lieutenant Schoonmaker as Executiv e Officer, 
show that the ironclad Tennessee was struck 
four times by the 15-inch projectiles of the 
Manhattan, one of which made a hole entirely 
through it, and with the others did such seri­ 
ous damage as to cause it to surrender.

is on the hearts of those present liecnuseof the 
announcement that a hurricane in the Southern 
Ocean had swept six men-wf-war on acorn.

MATTLE MOBI LF. HAT. 
Captain Schoonmakcr, like many truly 
brave officers, was an extremely modest man 
regarding his ow n exploits. 
At the battle of 
Mobile Bay in August, P AI, he was a Lieu­ 
tenant and Executive Officer of the ironclad 
Manhattan. 
Though lie seldom referred to 
his own services during the war, there is no 
doulit that during this famous contest that 
the shots fired by Hie Manhattan did mere 
damage to the Rebel ironclad rum Tennessee 
than those of any other vessel. Admiral F a r­ 
ragut was so wedded to wooden vessels that 
iii bis official report lie seemed loth to do the 
ironclads justice. 
The reports of lira Com ­ 
m ander of the Munliuttau and those made by 
Lieutenant Schoonmakcr as Executive Officer, 
show that the ironclad Tennessee was struck 
four times by the lo inch projectiles of the 
Manhattan, one of which made a hole entirely 
through it, and with the others did such seri­ 
ous damage as to cause it to surrender.

The death of Captain Cornelius Marius 
Schoonmaker at Samoa, was alluded to dur­ 
ing religious services in Kingston, Sunday, 
by Pastors of different churches. 
The Rev. 
Lewis T. Wattson, Rector of St. John’s 
Church, of which church Mr. Schoonmaker 
was a member, made it the subject of his 
morning discourse. 
Mr. W attson took for 
his text, Romans ii:33, 34 and 36 verses— 
“ O, the depth of the riches both of the wis 
dom and knowlege of God \ how unsearch­ 
able are Ilis judgm ents, find Ilis ways past 
finding o u t! 
* 
* 
* 
For of Him, and 
through Him aud to Him, are all things; to 
whom he glory forever. 
Am en.” 
Mr. W att- 
son said that lie had intended to prcacli on 
an entirely differeut text.but, Saturday night, 
I when he began to review the subject, there 
I was one thought uppermost in his mind. 
“ A 
gloom was over the spirit which would Dot 
lie shaken off. 
T hat same gloom, no doubt, 
is on the hearts of those present because of the 
announcement that a hurricane in the Sout hern 
Ocean had swept six mcn-of-war on a coral 
reef crushing them in pieces as though they 
had been cockle shells. 
That which grieves 
us most is the announcement that the gallant 
Naval Commander, Captain Schoonmaucr, is 
among the lost. 
A year ago he worshipped 
w ith us 
here 
in 
St. John’s, and 
was 
loved and respected by all. not only as a 
courteous gentleman, hut as a noble C hris­ 
tian. 
The question kept recurring to my 
mind as I thought of ids death ‘ Why, if 
there is a God who spreadeth out the heavens 
and rulcth the raging of the scats, why lie 
should not have stretched out His almighty 
arm to rescue from the whirlpool of waters so 
faithful and true a servant of His.’ 
It re 
curred to me that following dowu through 
the 
Christian 
centuries 
the most 
em i­ 
nent 
sons 
of 
God 
died 
heroic 
deaths. 
Of the 12 Apostles who were close­ 
ly associated with our Blessed Lord, only one 
died a natural death. During those centuries, 
the greatest men of the Church were singled 
out by their enemies either to he drowned in 
the sea. east to the wild beasts, or burned to 
the stake, and yet we find not one of these 
men in the hour of trial and affliction lost his 
faith in God. 
Bishop Coleridge Paltc-son in 
the same ocean where Captain Schoonmaker 
was lost, amid the South Sea Islands, met his 
death at the hands of the Maoris and was 
found with a palm branch of victory in his 
hand. When the full reports come from Samoa 
it will l>e known that Captain Schoonmaker 
was faithful to the last. 
The cablegram says 
200 sailors escaped with their lives. 
It will 
he known that Captain Schoonmaker stood 
at his {tost where it was his duty to remain 
so 
long 
as 
others 
could 
l>c 
saved. 
“ He died faithful to his trust, and never lost 
his faith and belief in God even as he went 
beneath the waters.” The reverend gentleman 
spoke of the crushing sorrow that had befallen 
memlters of Mr. Sehoonmaker’s family, and 
quoted the words of the Savior spoken of His 
faithful people, “ In the world ye shall have 
tribulation : hut be of good cheer; I have over­ 
come the world.” 
“ It seems the noblest, 
sweetest of hum anity, 
the purest, holiest 
Christians, are those who have passed through 
the fiery furnace of affliction. 
They come 
forth as tiie gold purged of the. dross.” 
Ik- 
referred to Captain Schoonmaker’s interest in 
the church, and how much he—the Rector— 
trusted him and counselled with him while 
he resided in this City. 
Captain Schoonma 
ker was a strict observer of the Sabbath, and 
when on shipboard religious services wen 
always held. 
In the absence of the Chaplain 
he read the service of the church. 


R EGRET IN TH E NAVY. 
The death of Captain Sehoonmaker lias 
caused great regret in tlie Navy. 
He was 
considered one of the most reliable oftieers of 
the service. 
It is stated in a New-York 
paper that the reason he was put in command 
of the Vandalia was because the Department 
only awarded the prize of the command of 
that vessel to one of the most distinguished 
officers considered “ a fighter” of the Navy 
Commodore Ramsay, the Commnudnnt of 
the Brooklyn Navy Y ard, is reported as say­ 
ing: “ I knew Captain Schoonmaker wcfl. 
He was a charming man and a brave officer— 
in fact there is little that you could say in 
his praise that would not he absolutely true. 
I served in the Mediterranean fleet with him 
when he was a Commander and had the Nip- 
sic. 
He was a wonderfully courageous man 
and was beloved hv his meu." 


CHARGE OF EXPEDITIONS. 
Captain Schoonmaker, in fact, had been de 
tailed a number of times by the Government 
to take charge of im portant expeditions. 
In 
1873 he 
took a trip to St. 
Johns, and 
brought to Washington the crew of the Po 
laris. 
When the cruiser Boston was com­ 
pleted he was residing in Kingston, and there 
received an order to bring that vessel to the 
yard. 
He was sent at one time upon a mis­ 
sion to South America, in command of the 
Nipsic. 
AN EX PER IEN C ED OFFICER. 
Captain Schoonmaker had a great deal of 
experience as a naval officer, for he was act 
ively engaged during the W ar of the Rebel 
lion, and later made several cruises to Eu- 
ro|>ean waters. 
D uring a visit to Europe he 
had an audience with the King of Denmark, 
and accepted an invitation of the Sultan of 
Turkey to dine. 
Though a fine disciplinar­ 
ian, he was greatly liked hy his men. 
The 
excellent discipline on his vessel was sh Q w n 
once during a storm on the Adriatic sea. One 
of the crew fell overboard. 
The boat was 
lowered, the man picked up and the boat 
hoisted hack to its place in just 19 minutes.

BA TTLE M OBILE BAY. 
Captain Schoonmaker, like man}’ truly 
brave officers, was an extremely modest man 
regarding his own exploits. 
At the battle of 
Mobile Bay in August. 1864, lie was a Lieu­ 
tenant and Executive Officer of the ironclad 
Manhattan. 
Though he seldom referred to 
his own services during the war, there is no 
doubt tlmt during this famous contest that 
the shots fired by the Manhattan did mere 
damage to the Rebel ironclad ram Tennessee 
than those of any other vessel. Admiral Far- 
ragut was so wedded to wooden vessels that 
in his official report he seemed loth to do the 
ironclads justice. 
The reports of the Com­ 
mander of the M anhattan and those made by 
Lieutenant Sehoonmaker as Executive Officer, 
show that the ironclad Tennessee was struck 
four times by the 15-inch projectiles of the 
Manhattan, one of which mane a hole entirely 
through it, and with the others did such seri­ 
ous damage us to cause it to surrender.
